Tiie objective of this project Is to austedn andi encourage, through 
the use of propaganda laodia such aa publications, paaqohleta, leaflets and 
stickers, popular resistance to the Coiarauniat regime of East Germany and its 
philo8<9h^’. 


2, The project instrumentality is coL^jrisod of an Indigenous anti- 
cor-nanist group located in Heat Berlin which produces and disseminates to 
East Gorojans various types of snti-C<»(jmunlst propaganda. 


III. Background 


3. TIte ICCASSOCK organisation began operations in anti-coramunist 
propaganda activities in April 1952 with H3C0G funds under the adminis- 
tration of the Ganiian Mission. The project *s approval based on CIA funds 
dates from Pslsruary 1954 to the present. Since its approval in February 
1954, project LCCASSOCK has produced an average of 20,000 copies of pro- 
paganda material per laonth for distributlwi in East Geri.iany . High indica- 
ticms of distrlbuticua and effectiveness of the propegcuida iiao Le^ received 
in the form of letters from East Zone readei’s, articles in East Zone Press, 
reports by friendly Intelligence organizations, and quostioiiairs de riefings 
oi’ refugees. 

4, This Plan has been revised in order to oatabliah a .uore securo 
funding mechaniam. In additl<», various technical cJiaiigGs iiavo been 
incorporated in the Plan to bring it into lino with current practice.
